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The Bishop’s Convention Address 
The following is taken from the Bishop’s Convention Address: 


REUNION 


In the world of today there are matters which lie somewhat outside 
the immediate work of any Diocese but which are nevertheless of very 
yital and immediate concern to every faithful Christian; and first of 
these as a responsibility of every congregation is the matter of Christian 
unity. We are seeing very momentous events. Last year I spoke of the 
two great World Conferences,—Edinburgh and Oxford and of the pro- 
posed World Council of Churches. This year I remind you that the 
World Council has been formed; our own Church has already taken the 
step of adherence to it, and our Angelican Communion has had a large 
place in the organizing of its activity. But the thing to remember is 
that the Council is no longer a utopian suggestion or the dream of a 
few secretaries of worldwide organizations like the Christian Associa- 
tions. It is a big fact in the life of the Christian world. It will soon 
be not a fact but a factor as well as a fact. 


Now in view of the establishment of this World Council which is, 
you will understand, a Federation of ecclesiastical bodies in which each 
retains its independence but all work together for common ends, the 
whole matter of federation has taken on a new aspect. Many people 
in our own Communion have opposed our joining in federations be- 
cause they have felt that the idea of federation, falling far short of the 
ideal of organic unity, would divert peoples’ minds, make them ready to 
stop short of the real goal. Since the Edinburgh Conference that fear 
has I think, vanished. The studies which came to expression there 
made it clear that federation is a real step towards the great goal of 
our striving. Where Christian people learn to know one another bet- 
ter, to stand beside one another in common causes, to realize that the 
fundamental faiths which bind us to gether are vastly greater than 
those aspects of our faith on which we differ, they become increasingly 
ready to find a way to real unity. 


The other reason why many of our people drew back from part in 
local federations or in the Federal Council in America was their feel- 
ing that these bodies were essentially Protestant bodies and that identi- 
fication with them would somehow lead to a misunderstanding upon 
the part of the world of our Catholic position. The establishment of 
the World Council lifts the whole matter of federation above any such 
misunderstanding. The Orthodox Churches and the Old Catholics, 
who are certainly not Protestant, are wholeheartedly sharers in it; and 
now in America the Syrian Orthodox Church under the leadership of 
Archbishop Bashir has joined the Federal Council. The last fears of 
our people are surely now dissipated and we shall look forward to be- 
coming a member of that body after the next General Convention. 


But we are not done yet with these prectical questions. You have 
all known of the interesting and striking proposals which have been 
made by the two official bodies representing the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S. A. and our own as steps towards carrying out the Declara- 
tion of Purpose to achieve organic unity adopted by the governing 
bodies of the two Churches. These proposals cover in the first place 
certain lines along which the two Churches can go to foster friendship 
and understanding and secondly a method by which ministers of either 
Church may be commissioned to serve the members of the other in 
places where such an arrangement seems desirable. This last proposal, 
based on recognition of the spiritual efficacy of each other’s ministry 
of the Word and Sacraments is an attempt to throw a bridge across 
the gap which separates those Churches which are primarily Catholic 
and those which are primarily Protestant,—those which have held to 
an episcopal ministry (the accepted ministry of the Church for at least 
1300 years) and those which for one reason or another have departed 
from that traditional order. 


It is a concrete proposal and as such has aroused great interest 
and brought the whole question of the unity of these two bodies out of 
mere conference into the range of action. 


Now these two matters, the World Council and the Presbyterian 
negotiations carry with them obvious obligations upon the part of 
clergy and laity. We are a democratic body. We believe that important 
action determining policies should be taken not by a hierarchy func- 
tioning without immediate responsibility to the people; but after full 
discussion and at least ideally because the action taken represents in- 
telligent decision upon the part of the whole body. In other words, in 
matters of this kind individuals and commissions have to lead, General 
Convention has to act; but unity cannot really be achieved unless the 
body of the Church understands and supports its official leaders. 


The inference is clear. We know many Presbyterians. They are 
our friends in business, in society, in sport. But I imagine we know, 
most of us, very little about their Church, their religious views, or their 
knowledge of our Church and our views. It is essential that this situ- 
ation should be changed. In our parishes and in our social contacts 
we must correct this ignorance. We must get to know and understand 
one another. We must find out what our Presbyterian friends think of 
it all and what they want to do about it. We have too many Commit- 
tees already in America but I would like to see in every Church in this 
Diocese a group of people under the leadership of their priest making 
it their business not only to study about the Presbyterians and these 
proposals, but also to try to know better the local groups of that Com- 
munion. 


And the second obligation which it seems to me clearly rests upon 
us in view of the action of our Church in joining the World Council 
is to identify ourselves in our own communities with the local Federa- 
tions of Churches, ministerial associations and the like. I know that 
it is pretty nearly universal in this Diocese. If it is not entirely uni- 
versal, I hope it may be soon. 


We must not however in all this practical discussion forget what 
lies behind it,—the reason for all these practical questions and proposed 
steps. Why do we have to seek unity or reunion? Why can’t we go 
along as we are, each of us happy and undisturbed in his small de- 
nominational group? The reason is because God is love, and a Church 
which is to witness to that supreme truth must be a Church united in 
love. It cannot be the kind of love which says to the Presbyterians or 
Congregationalists, “Let us go along, each his own way, keeping out 
of each other’s way, or let us get together in occasional services or in 
small practical matters, always being careful not to intrude or hurt 
any one’s feelings or suggest any sacrifice.” Christian love on the con- 
trary is a conquering thing, an aggressive thing. It means that we must 
get together over any and every obstacle. We must stand together 
through the most tense situations. We must rejoice in the building 
up a conquering Church, conquering becase its members are welded 
together in unity and in diversity by love to God through Christ, a love 
which overflows into love of our brothers in the great family of God. 


The Church and the World 


It is this that makes Church Unity so vitally important today. We 
hear much of the need of unity because the Church must defend itself 
against Communism or the totalitarian state—because it must defend 
the teachings of our Lord against the barbaric doctrines of force. Now 
all that is in one sense perfectly true. The Church has a part to play 
in the modern world. Let us consider it a moment. 


The stage is set by two factors—the rise of the underprivileged 
classes and the rise of the totalitarian state with the strange accompani- 
ment that the greatest step taken in the name of the underprivileged, 
Russian Communism, has itself landed in a metaphysical doctrine of 
man and a principle of progress not to be distinguished in any essential 
way from Naziism or Fascism. Now the thing which Communism 
professes to seek, namely the building of a society in which privilege 
is done away, the exploitation of man by man is done away, and men 
are united in a fellowship in which all share the abundance which the 
earth produces,—that goal is certainly part of the Christian ideal of the

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The Bishop Coadjutor’s Convention Address 


The following is taken from the Bishop Coadjutor’s Conven- 
tion Address: 


(2.) Need of Missionary Emphasis— 


Conscious that Bishop Parsons would address himself to questions 
dealing with the international situation, the state of the Church, changes 
in the Diocese, and other matters that are normally reviewed in the 
Bishop’s address, I am confining my message to matters that are 
largely if not wholly Diocesan. 

My first concern is for an increasing dedication to the Church’s 
mission. During a ministry of more than a quarter of a century, I 
have come to the secure conviction that the growth and development 
of National Church, Diocese, and Parish are inescapably geared to the 
sincerity and acceptance of a full share of responsibility for the mis- 
sionary work of the Church, abroad as well as at home. 

As we cannot deny our citizenship in city, state, and nation,—so 
we must not evade our responsibility in Parish, Diocese, and National 
Church. Thus, I have sought to carry this message to parish and 
diocesan groups. 

Upon the validity of the missionary enterprise I am prepared to 
stake my Episcopate and my life. My experience on the National 
Council and with the Forward Movement Commission, involving travel 
into many Dioceses, and a review of the life of many parishes, has 
made it undeniable that those parishes and dioceses are vividly alive, 
growing and virile, that are loyal to our Lord’s affirmation:—‘‘The 
field is the world.” 

The persistent heresy of the Christian Church phrases itself in the 
specious euphuism,—‘We must be just before we can be generous.” 
“Our first duty is to take care of our own needs.” This counsel of 
worldly prudence is a denial of the paradox upon which Jesus risked 
his life. I challenge any priest or layman to investigate the history 
and experience of those missions, parishes, and dioceses that are active, 
vigorous and vibrant with life, to see if their development did not begin 
with a loyal acceptance of the missionary principle which lies at the 
center of the mind of Christ. “The light that shines farthest shines 
brightest at home.” 

We have not tapped the resources of the Episcopal Church either 
here in California or generally throughout our Communion. The Na- 
tional Committee for Religious and Welfare Recovery offers this forlorn 
testimony :—‘“In spite of an increase of 77% in our national income for 
1937 over that of 1932, and with an increase of thirty billion three hun- 
dred million dollars for 1937 over 1932, the American public has 
actually decreased its gifts since 1932 for the support of the churches 
by 19%, general benevolence—28%, and Community Chests—22%. 
Although there is a tax exemption by the Government of 15% of sums 
given to charity, only 2% of taxable incomes has actually been claimed. 
We spend more for cigarettes than for churches, more than twice as 
much for alcoholic beverages, as for church and church supported 
benevolences.” And this in a day when the only hope for the preser- 
vation of what is worthwhile saving in our civilization depends upon 
that type of character which true reilgion only can achieve. 

Our democracy is a political expression of a religious affirmation, 
the dignity and worth of the individual. The Church is the bulwark 
of the social morality. Uniformly, the best people have always come 
out of the churches, and they always will. The Church is the motive 
power for the stimulation of every form of altruism. It is not with out 
significance that the support of the Community Chests fails when gifts 
to the Church decrease. The man in the street and the Christian 
Church have a common cause, for current ideologies are in reality 
competing forms of debased religion. Investment will ever be the 
measure of our interest. 

I rejoice that there are signs of an awakened interest in a manner 
so integral to our Diocesan advance. St. John’s, Ross,—St. Francis 


Community Church,—St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, — All 
Saints’, Carmel have made definite increases in their giving to the 
Church’s program; and other parishes like St. Mark’s, Berkeley, — 
Trinity Church, San Francisco and Christ Church, Alameda have ac- 
cepted the principle of a yearly increase in their giving, as a fine gesture 
of loyalty. The most notable achievement in the Diocese in this con- 
nection is the action of St. Cyprian’s Mission, which has raised its 
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pledge to the salary of its Vicar from $150.00 a year to $960.00 a year, 
Included in these missionary advances, although they do not appear 
technically in the figures, are cases like St. Paul’s, Oakland which has 
added to its staff in order to meet its missionary responsibility in 
Piedmont for an increased demand upon its resources by a growing 
constituency. So also, is Palo Alto assuming more than its share of 
the support of a Chaplain for College work; and the same is true to a 
somewhat less degree of St. Mark’s, Berkeley, and Trinity, San Jose. 
The response of Trinity, Oakland is also notable. 


(3.) Clerical Salaries— 


Second only to the development of this missionary spirit is a neces- 
sary lifting of the level of clerical salaries throughout our Diocesan 
area. Comparisons are often invidious, but few will deny that the cen- 
tral investment of any parish or mission is in the personality, conse- 
cration and efficiency of its priest or vicar. Sincere men, accepting the 
vocation of the priesthood, are willing to make any necessary sacrifices 
of creature comforts to fulfill their ministry. But it should be a matter 
of legitimate pride for every parish to make the life of its pastor suffi- 
ciently secure for him to give his undivided attention, thought, and 
effort to the problems that confront him in the development of a vigor- 
ous and vital service in parish and community. 

The problem in the Church is not one of strategic places, but of 
strategic men, and the best men can only be secured if they are assured 
adequate stipends to provide for legitimate family needs. The salubri- 
ous climate of California cannot compensate for inadequate support, 
making it necessary for the clergy and their families to live marginal 
lives. Wherever vacancies have occurred, and wherever they will occur, 
I expect to lay this matter on the consciences of our vestries. In doing 
so, I am not concerned to secure comforts for a privileged class, but to 
lift the level of efficient service for Christ by obtaining the best men 
available wherever they may be, and assuring them adequate support. 

In troublous and difficult days such as those through which we are 
now passing, the Church can use only those who are highly gifted and 
deeply consecrated. It will add luster to the Diocese of California 
when young men who represent her finest traditions and her greatest 
capacities offer themselves for the sacred ministry. It is natural that 
the Church has largely turned for clerical supply to areas where it has 
been long established. But there are in our Church families here on the 
West Coast, as attractive, capable, and consecrated young men as are 
to be found anywhere in the world. I am told that in our entire Dio- 
cese, only two of our clergy are native Californians, and one of these 
is of Oriental ancestry. 

The College Commission is planning within the next year, a Con- 
ference on the Ministry which I hope will be attended by boys in 
secondary schools and Colleges who come from homes that enshirine 
the finest traditions of the Church and the State. 


(4.) College of Preachers— 


After accepting the call to become one of your Chief Shepherds, I 
have been possessed of a dream, rapidly becoming an obsession. It 
combines a fulfillment of the missionary motive and an enchancement 
of clerical efficiency. My eager hope is that we may establish in the 
Chapter House of the Cathedral a College of Preachers for the West 
Coast. The title seems rather formidable when one realizes the 
amount of the investment and the permanent staff employed at the 
College in Washington. The Bishops of the Province have given the 
tentative plan their enthusiastic approval. Our project involves for the 
present, and perhaps for some years to come, only the holding of six 
ten-day Conferences for the clergy of the West Coastal Area. Each 
Conference consists of about twenty clergy and one or two leaders. 

It will be possible to accomplish this with a minimum of expense if 
the Chapter House can be made available for this service. There is no 
greater need among the clergy of our Province. At the present time, 
only one man from each District or Diocese can be invited to attend 
the College in Washington within a period of three years. By the 
arrangement we contemplate, one hundred-twenty can receive yearly 
the type of instruction and inspiration given by the College on the East 
Coast. The dedication and efficiency of the clergy is integral to the 
success of the Church in our Area, and a missionary project of this 
type is essential to a quickened life in our own Diocese. 

The Chapter House can thus recapture its original function. It

Guild, Paso Robles. The Guild will serve a waffle supper 
on Shrove Tuesday. In March, speakers at the meetings 
will be Mrs. Harper Sibley and Mrs. H. A. Brown, Diocesan 
Custodian of the U. T. O. 

Vicarage plans are in the hands of contractors for esti- 
mates as to probable cost.

News Notes From Saint Margaret’s House 


Among the recent guests at Saint Margaret’s House have

W. Patton, Diocesan President of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of Los Angeles; Mrs. Reuben Q. Brown, Director of the 
Church Periodical Club of the Diocese of Los Angeles; 
Dean Rhea, from Saint Michael’s Cathedral, Boise, Idaho, 
whose daughter is taking the Church training course at 
Saint Margaret’s. 


Since the Christmas holidays, Dean Springer has had a 
number of opportunities to present Saint Margaret’s House 
to groups of Church people. At Fresno, on January 16, 
Mrs. Montgomery Thomas arranged for a private luncheon 
with Bishop and Mrs. Louis C. Sanford, Dean and Mrs. 
James M. Malloch, and Mrs. J. P. Phillips, followed by a 
meeting and tea with young women students of the Chris- 
tian Association of the Fresno State College, and a supper 
meeting with a group of professional and business women 
of Saint James’ Cathedral. The following day, the Church 
Service Leagues of Fresno and neighboring parishes, held 
a luncheon attended by about seventy women, to whom 
the Dean told of the work of Saint Margaret’s. The fol- 
lowing week, at Modesto, the Dean addressed a large 
gathering of the women in connection with the Convoca- 
tion of the Missionary District of San Joaquin. 


St. Francis, San Francisco 


Plans are well under way for the completion of the 
Church plant. The architect is Mr. Arnold Constable and 
proposed plans appear on the front page of this issue of 
the Pacific Churchman. The plans ecall for the alteration 
of the present large auditorium into a Church and. the 
building of the Parish House on the corner of Ocean Avenue 
and San Fernando Way. These two buildings will be con- 
nected in order to form the Quadrangle. By this plan it is 
possible to have a Church seating 350 people and a Parish 
Hall to accommodate the same number. There will be 20 
to 25 classrooms in all, to care for the rapidly-growing 
Church School. The average attendance since January Ist 
has been 275 and 375 or more are enrolled. These are actual 
figures. A campaign for funds is to be conducted by the 
well-known and successful Campaign Manager, Mr. George 
Ward Stone, from the middle of March to the middle of 
April. Mr. Stone is to run a campaign at St. Clement’s, 
Berkeley, during the same period. The Rector of St. Francis, 
the Rev. Henry P. Veazie, asks the prayers of the Diocese 
for this all-important undertaking. It is a matter of com- 
mon consent that St. Francis has one of the greatest oppor- 
tunities in the whole Diocese. 


All Souls’ Church, Berkeley

Using course two of the Christian Nurture Series as a 
text, she arranged her curriculum and taught her young 
aides how to organize a class and present a lesson effec- 
tively.

At 12:30 we will 
partake of our box lunches, and open our conference on the 
new department. We hope that every woman in the diocese, 
whether an active member of an Auxiliary branch or not, 
who is interested in Christian Social Service, will be with 
us to give us the benefit of her possible experience in work 
of this kind, and of her vision of what the department 
should be. 

On Mareh 13th, at our regular monthly meeting of the 
Diocesan Auxiliary, we will have a special treat in store 
for us.

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The Convention Week 


The Eighty-ninth Diocesan Convention 

The Eighty-Ninth Convention of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia was held in Grace Cathedral on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, February 7-8, 1939, beginning with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion, Bishop Block being cele- 
brant, Dean Gresham Epistoler and the Rev. Dr. Mark 
Rufenbark, gospeller. 

The Bishop’s Annual Address (found on page 3) was 
of special interest, dealing with the proposed Concordat 
for union with the Presbyterian Church and the true 
function of the Church in the world today. 

The Address of the Bishop Coadjutor (found on page 
4) dealt especially with the work of the Church im the 
Diocese and plans for its development. 

The Convention adopted new Canons revising the Dio- 
eesan Council and reorganizing its work. 

The Convention adopted a resolution in memory of the 
late Frederic M. Lee, for 23 years Treasurer of the Diocese. 

The Convention adopted resolutions in appreciation of 
the splendid work of the Rev. Dr. Hodgkin as Archdeacon 
of the Diocese. 

The Convention adopted a resolution expressing deep 
appreciation of the services of Miss Ellen Gammack among 
the students of the Diocese. 

Among the resolutions adopted by the Diocese was one 
expressing strong endorsement of the State law requiring 
a three-day wait between application for and issuance of 
a marriage license and another opposing the proposal to 
extend the closing hour for drinking places in San Fran- 
cisco from 2:00 a. m. to 4:00 a. m. during the Exposition. 

The Religious Mass Meeting was held on Tuesday eve- 
ning in Grace Cathedral. Bishop Block gave an inspiring 
address on the educational task of the Church. 

One of the highlights of the Convention was a stirring 
address by the Rev. Francis Shunk Downs, Moderator of 
the San Francisco Presbytery, on the proposed union of 
the Episcopal and Presbyterian Churches. 

The Joint Session with the House of Churchwomen was 
held Wednesday morning. Following the Bishop Coadju- 
tor’s address, Dean Gresham gave a report of progress in 
Cathedral building and plans for expansion. Dean Gresham 
announced his retirement as Dean in the Fall. 

The Rev. A. R. Merrix and Miss Frances Young pre- 
sented the Report of the Department of Religious Eduea- 
tion and introduced Miss Charlotte Tomkins, Field Sec- 
retary of the Department of Religious Education of the 
National Council, who presented plans for cooperative cen- 
ters for experimental work in Religious Education. The 


Rev. G. H. B. Wright presented the Report of the Depart- | 


ment of Social Service and introduced Mrs. James O. 
Lincoln, who gave a most interesting report of the work 
at St. Dorothy’s Rest, and Dr. Chauncey Leake, who gave 
a report of the work of St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The Rev. John A. Collins presented a report on the 
Temple of Religion and the Tower of Peace at the Exposi- 
tion on Treasure Island.

For he told us very 
plainly that the problem so evident in all our communities, 
of gambling in all its many forms—bank-nite, bingo, raf- 
fling, playing ecards for prizes or money, and all the many 
forms of ‘‘getting something for nothing’’—is one of the 
most destructive forces in our life today. It not only de- 
stroys character, but is completely anti-Christian, and yet 
we must realize that it has touched the life of our churches 
today, and only by the education of our people to its viti- 
ating effect, can it be obliterated from them. The majority 
of us have sinned in this matter at some time, and it is a 
problem which we must band together to solve. 

We were much enlightened on conditions in the churches 
of Europe by the talk given by Dr. Walter Morritt, and 
were challenged, too, for he told us that not America, but 
England, was the leading nation today, spiritually speak- 
ing. The phrase ‘‘moral rearmament”’ is a thought-provok- 
ing one used by him in telling us of the trend in England, 
and when he spoke of the large size of congregations in Ger- 
many, in spite of persecution, we were left wondering 
whether we were making the most of our blessing of peace 
at home. 

The morning offering was given to augment the Bishop’s 
Auxiliary Fund, which is devoted to missionary work within 
our diocese, and the afternoon offering was dedicated to 
the use of Bishop Azariah’s son, who is planning to study 
in this country the science of agriculture which is so neces- 
sary to his native India.

talk. 


Mrs. J. O. Lincoln, the Voice of Experience, followed, 
and who better qualified to speak on that subject! By way 
of heartening the women present, Mrs. Lincoln read a list 
of accomplishments of the women of the Diocese over a 
period of the past forty-five years. Its length and scope 
was truly inspiring, and a challenge to all who follow in 
the footsteps of those devoted women. Mrs. Lincoln’s 
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message had a wonderful spiritual significance felt by all 
women alike. 

Mrs. Batte adjourned promptly at 9:30, and is to be 
congratulated on the interesting program as well as the 
delightful manner in which it was conducted. 


College Workers Discuss Problems 


The Conference of College Workers of the northwest 
portion of the Eighth Province, met at Salem, Oregon, on 
February 8-10. 

‘* Authoritarian religion cannot meet the demands of the 
publie opinion which undergirds public education. Only a 
religion which is democratic in its essence can ever have a 
chance of being taught in our public schools,’’ Chancellor 
Frederick Hunter of the Oregon Board of Higher Educa- 
tion stated in his address. There are three ways, said the 
Chancellor, in which religious groups can seek to reinstate 
religion into our state-supported schools. (1) The identi- 
fication of Christianity and democracy will help abolish 
the concept of the Church as monarchial in pattern. (2) 
The people must be reminded that all modern education 
is Church born, even state-supported education being first 
championed by Martin Luther. (3) We must emphasize 
the difference between authoritarian and humanistic (or 
democratic) religion, and show that the latter comports 
best with American ideals of government. In the mean- 
time, schools or departments of religion can be estab- 
lished on certain state campuses with the aid of enlight- 
ened public leadership. 

President Bruce Baxter of Willamette University stressed 
the importance of the small Church college as a means of 
providing Church leaders and a religious way of life. 
Bishop Stevens of Los Angeles reminded us that college 
students are not peculiar, and they must be treated as 
normal human beings. The Rev. Minto Swan of Vancouver, 
B. C., and the Rev. Randolph Miller of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, in a ‘‘conversation’’ on ‘‘ Interpret- 
ing Basie Doctrines of the Church to Students,’’ reminded 
the group that college students have a particularized vocab- 
ulary. Various methods were mentioned which can bring 
out of the students’ own experiences certain aspects of the 
nature of God, the Incarnation, and religious living which 
will be real to them. We must translate the language of 
theology into student terminology, so that we may meet 
students at their ‘‘growing edge,’’ even at the risk of 
heresy. 

Much discussion was centered on the problems of prayer 
and the use of the Bible. It was felt that about 40 per 
cent of the students in religious organizations make use 
of regular private prayer. Miss Ethel Livesley of the 
University of Washington stressed the need of teaching 
students to harness and direct the energies which emanate 
from the prayer life. Dean Henry Shires of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific added that not only must 
we teach them how to pray, but to want to pray. 

The conference was organized and planned by the Pro- 
vineial College Commission, of which Dean Shires is chair- 
man and Miss Ellen Gammack executive secretary. The 
Rev. George Swift of Salem and Bishop Dagwell of Ore- 
gon, were hosts, and chaired several meetings.

Kingdom of God. It is all implicit in that hymn which we sing so 
often and believe so little: 


“He hath put down the mighty from their seat 

And hath exalted the humble and meek.” 
But the Church sees beyond and beneath the material welfare of man. 
It knows that no society can be permanent, nor social order complete 
without God. If man is the child of God, the development of his per- 
sonality is the supreme end of God’s purpose. The Kingdom of God 
is only the name for the sphere or society in which man’s personality 
can develop in communion with God. 


The Church stands over against Communism because it sees deeper. 
It stands irrevocably over against the whole totalitarian conception of 
man as a mere infinitesimal part of the great machine of the state, man 
as existing for the state to be used by the state for its own ends. In 
the Christian faith man is a child of God, a personality and cannot 
grow therefore except in freedom. In the fine words of Maritain the 
great Catholic philosopher: 


“There is in the nature of man something which breathes an air 
outside of time and a personality whose profoundest needs surpass the 
order of the universe.” 


Personality cannot be regimented without destroying it. If I may 
quote from a recent address of my own, “The only environment which 
is really congenial to the development of life in God is an environment 
in which there is free interchange of ideas, unimpeded study of reality, 
consistent effort to find the truth, and there you are with your civil 
liberties, free speech, free press, free assembly, free worship and per- 
sonal security save upon due process of law.” 


In other words the freedom which democracy strives to ensure in 
the Bill of Rights is precisely the same kind of thing which Christianity 
demands for the full realization of God’s life in men. The essential 
factor in democracy is not the kind of written constitution a people 
may possess. It is the recognition of this freedom with all its implica- 
tions. The constitution may be unwritten, the government may be 
parliamentary; it may be analogous to an ancient city state; it may be 
modeled upon our own. But whatever its particular “form” its essence 
must mean freedom for the individual to have opportunity to grow and 
to realize all his God-given potentialities. To call such a democracy a 
free fellowship sounds Utopian, and out of keeping with the hard facts 
of our ordinary life, with our misery, our poverty, our unemployment, 
our wretched politics,, our vast disparities in wealth, our concentration 
of economic power. But it is these Utopian ideas that count in the 
end because they spring from God,—they are the feeble ways in which 
we try to put the vision of the Kingdom. We must hold fast to them. 
We must interpret all our political and economic problems in their light. 


The implications of such a position are clear, and it is extraordinary 
the way in which the needs and activities of the Church run along 
parallel to those of the social order. In such a free fellowship govern- 
ment is the result of free choice. It is not imposed. It educates, draws 
out the best rather than commands. Its policies and purposes spring 
from free discussion. How often during these past years we have had 
the reproach of inefficiency cast upon democracy. The reproach is quite 
accurate. Democracy like the Church can never be entirely efficient. 
It achieves its purposes as I have said by free discussion. It is slow 
and hesitating and misses chances; but in the end it achieves that 
which is solid and lasting because it rests upon the solidity and perman- 
ence of the best in men. We must remember that the solid and lasting 
things in the universe are not the whirling suns, the systems of stars, 
the dance of protons and electrons but the righteousness and love of 
God. The universe rests upon personality. j 


These considerations bring us back to what I pointed out as the 
real ground for Church unity—not that we must be stronger to defend 
our faith, or save our religion, but that the very nature of our faith 
requires unity because our faith is that God is love. Goodwill, mutual 
trust, the winning of men by inner conviction of truth rather than by 
the imposition of force or the drive of undisciplined emotion, the 
achievement of purpose by free discussion and common action are but 
implications of that supreme faith. 


The Christian Way 


These implications have very definite things to say to us concern- 
ing the manner in which the Church is to exercise its influence in stem- 
ming the tide of irrationality, of the doctrine of force and the submerg- 
ing of the individual in class or race or nation. The only Christian 
way is to make love and goodwill count in the world. We must show 
it in all our Church relations. That means we must press toward unity. 
We must do our best to bring it into industrial relations where mutual 
trust and dominating goodwill alone can solve or bring towards solution 
the bitter conflicts which characterize so much of our industrial life 
today. It is a burden upon every Christian employer and upon every 
Christian labor leader. It is not easy to hold aloof from the emotional 
partisanship of one’s own class. But it is the Christian way. 

We must do our part in showing this spirit of love and goodwill 
in all the social areas of our life. One of the saddest and most men- 
acing threats to our democracy is the rise of anti-semitism. Like a vile 
contagion the thing spreads through the world. We flame with indig- 
nation at the treatment of the Jews—our Lord’s people—in Germany 
and Italy as we were wont to flame in days gone by at the pogroms of 
Russia, under the old regime. But the thing is at our doors, invading 
our cities, found among our best people, even proclaimed by men who 
count themselves Christian leaders. Upholding civil liberties will help 
to keep our democracy sound; but we need back of that the loyalty of 
Christian people to their Lord and Master, in whom and to whom there 
is neither bond nor free, Jew or Gentile, German or Italian or American, 
for all are children in the family of God. 

And so it is in that thorny problem of today, international rela- 
tions. The ultimate solution lies in the way of Christ, in mutual trust, 
in conference and in the building of a structure of justice and peace 
such as the League of Nations is intended to be and, please God, will be 
in time. Whatever the exigencies of the moment may be, there is only 
that ultimate way. As in civil life within the nation, lawlessness, ban- 
ditry, crime must be met by force, so it is clear I believe that nations 
led astray by leaders whose principles are those of bandits and criminals 
may have to be met by force, nevertheless the Church can bless no 
war. The day of Holy Wars, of Crusades is past. The influence and 
power of the Church must always be used to build up justice, to estab- 
lish law, to further the democratic powers among the nations. The 
title of that great organization which lately held its congress here, the 
World Alliance for the Promotion of International Friendship Through 
the Churches, well expresses the point at which the Church can make 
its most effective approach to the whole question. I need not tell you 
that I am not advocating a Church aloof from the problems of the 
social and international order. We have to work for an order which 
opens the way to all men, which thinks of all men, which holds all 
men’s lives as sacred things. We need the power of a united Church 
for that. The judgment of Christ, who came not to judge but to save, 
but whose saving love is the most terrific judgment that can fall upon 
men,—the judgment of Christ comes with searching power into this 


world of lust and greed and hatred. It comes through the consciences _ 


of men of good will everywhere. It comes through the Church, through 
the preaching of the Word, through the revelation in the Sacraments 
of new life and sacrificial service; it comes through every loyal follower 
of Christ who is willing to look the facts in the face. It must come with 
vastly increased power through a Church which being united, brings 
to bear upon the social order the best leadership in the Christian world 
backed by the loyalty of untold millions of Christian souls. 

But here lies a danger and it is to point that danger that I have 
labored so long to emphasize the close relationship between what in 
social matters we call the democratic process and in religion the way 
of love. As soon as we begin to talk of the power of the Church our 
thoughts go back to the Middle Ages or more correctly they find them- 
selves shaping a conception which is like that of the Middle Ages. We 
see that Church a great and dominating body, saying to legislators and 
executives, “This is the way. Walk ye in it.” Support prohibition. Kill 
the Child Labor Amendment. Lift the embargo on Spain. Or, keep 
the embargo on Spain. The issues are modern issues but the picture 
we have in our minds is essentially that of a German Henry waiting in 
the snow at Canossa, or an English Henry at Avranches before the 
papal legate doing penance for the murder of Thomas a Becket. 

There is a great philosophy of social relations built upon this con- 
ception. The spiritual life of man ought to be supreme. Christianity 
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should lie back of and beneath every social order. The church repre- 
sents Christianity and therefore the Church should be the basis, the 
final arbiter in all social relations. That was the Medieval theory and it 
served the purposes of that rude age with at least a measure of success. 
It is a theory which survives, not only in Catholic circles but widely 
in Protestantism and in our own Communion. 

It was a grand vision, that mediaeval vision of Christendom; but 
it broke to pieces against the facts of life and it always must. It makes 
the Church a glorified and sanctified pressure group. It fails to under- 
stand that while the Gospel is eternal truth, it is conveyed to men in 
what St. Paul calls “earthen vessels.” The Church may be wiser than 
the ruler or the congress of the moment but it has no infallibility given 
it in the solution of economic or industrial problems. It cannot be 
free from the temptations of power. It suffers as does every human 
institution from the instinctive desire to expand and consolidate its 
power. If it has vested interests it will I hope be more Christian in 
preserving them than some other social groups. But power is a danger- 
ous thing even for the Church. Look at western Europe when the Re- 
formation drew near; look at Geneva under Calvin; look at what has 
happened in Russia and Mexico and Spain. 

Power in this sense means I say a glorified and sanctified pressure 
group,—and a pressure group means a group which seeks to achieve its 
ends not by the democratic process of conference and discussion to 
find the best; but by the threat of votes or the weight of wealth and 
influence. 

All this which is one of the dangers to real democracy is, as you 
see quite well, foreign to the Christian method of love—and to that the 
Church must hold. Its power must be the power of truth, the power of 
generating conviction, the power of opening vision and making ideals 
live. What we see is this great Christian fellowship, bound together in 
the love of one Master, seeking to make the larger fellowship of man- 
kind approach that Commonwealth of Love which is the Kingdom of 
God. It will impose no laws, threaten no votes, seek no ends of its 
own, but through its prophets and through its lay leaders, the men and 
women who have their hands on the policies of nations and the eco- 
nomic interests of mankind, it will seek by the methods of love to lead 
men on. That was I think the underlying principle in all the reports 
of the great Oxford Conference of 1937. 

The Church in the persons of its leaders and as far as may be in 
its corporate capacity must seek to understand, to see issues clearly, 
to speak courageously. It will be radical and unafraid in proportion as 
it thinks clearly. It may be unpopular. It may be persecuted. Its 
prophets can hardly escape that fate. But in the united power of love 
it moves forward, ever opening to men new ranges of vision, new in- 
sights into what Christ can do. 

I give you then that vision,—no glorified pressure group, no insti- 
tution seeking albeit unconsciously its own power and wealth, no vast 
body claiming to be itself the basis of the social order; but rather a 
great fellowship, dedicated to God and Christ, through its members the 
leaven in the whole social order, in a deep and real sense the basis of 
that order because the spring and source of the best that is in it. An 
institution, yes, but one which seeks not to give laws but through 
Christ to give God to men.

modestly but adequately fulfills all of the needs of such a venture when 
properly equipped and refurnished. The program of the College can be 
adjusted to the needs of the present Cathedral organizations. Ob- 
viously, there will be some expense involved in fixing the plumbing 
and heating, and in refurnishing and equipping the building. I am quite 
willing to undertake the responsibility for accumulating funds pur- 
suant to this end. 


I am informed that the Divinity School now under the able and 
consecrated direction of Dr. Shires, began its life as a Diocesan ven- 
ture. Its importance is primary among our institutions and agencies 
on the West Coast, established to secure the finest and best trained 
men for our ministry in the Province of the Pacific. 


Every Diocese if it is to grow, must have at least one definite 
missionary project by which it shares its blessings with those outside 


the Diocesan borders. The project of the College of Preachers is stil] 
in a tentative stage. The clergy of the Diocese voted unanimously in 
its favor at the Conference at Palo Alto. The Trustees of the Cathedral 
Chapter have expressed a sympathetic interest and invited me to lay 
the program before them in detail. 


The Council of the Province has voted its enthusiastic approval, 
My own concern for such an institution, or perhaps I had better say 
opportunity, was born of experiences on my visit to the West Coast 
two years ago as a member of the Nation Wide Preaching Mission. 


The loneliness of many men living miles from their fellows, their 
inability to keep abreast of current theological and social trends, their 
incapacity to check the development of their own preaching, or to learn 
new pastoral insights and techniques, make it highly advisable, if not 
necessary, for them to have the personal contact of a communal life, 
and the individual instruction which a ten-day Conference affords. 


Conferences will be held on the content of preaching, the technique 
of preaching, preaching to life situations. Special groups can be 
brought together, rural pastors and college pastors, where they can 
face their own specialized problems. 


This project is not included in the Diocesan budget, but I dare hope 
that individuals who have made generous contributions to their parishes, 
and are well able to do more, will recognize the high value of an effort 
designed to make the clergy more efficient, and to offer them an oppor- 
tunity for worship, fellowship and study to recapture the enthusiasm 
which may have become somewhat dimmed since the eager interest of 
their Seminary days. (Dr. Block announced a gift from a friend who 
is not a member of the Diocese amounting to $2000 designed to in- 
augurate the College of Preachers.) 


(5.) Missionary Policies— 


My visits to the missions have made it increasingly clear that a 
definite and constructive policy must be established in our missions if 
they are to serve the communities more efficiently and grow steadily 
to self-support. 


The use of non-parochial clergy, Seminary students, and other lay 
leaders, however devoted their service may be, and however necessary 
it may have been to use them in the past,—is necessarily fatal to the 
type of growth that eventuates in self-support. Such ministration cannot 
provide for the Mission pastoral oversight and the type of direction, 
assistance, and nurture which is a parochial need every day and twenty- 
four hours in the day. Organizations that are essential to the develop- 
ing life of a Mission can hardly be stimulated by non-resident minister- 
ial direction. Lay leadership does not rise spontaneously. It is the 
result of careful and persistent training. The ethos of the Episcopal 
Church demands, if it is humanly possible,—resident, priestly, and 
pastoral care. Our handicap in the past has been depleted funds. It 
were almost better to close a Mission than to leave it five or six days 
in the week without the presence of an ordained leader. 


I have been amazed at the conscientious, effective and devoted work 
of some of our lay leaders who have undertaken ministerial responsi- 
bility. Even so, the genius of our Church demands a type of oversight 


and nurture which can only be achieved by a resident, ordained clergy- 
man, 


My aim wil be to eliminate Mission status as far as is possible by 
combining certain unit misisons into parishes, and by placing other 
missions that have struggled courageously to maintain themselves, 
under the maternal oversight of some active, vigorous parish nearby. 
In this way, most of the present missions will have resident, ordained 
clergymen. Some, obviously, will have to share the same leader. 


I feel confident that the Contra Costa field, growing in population 
through the construction of the Bay Bridge and the tunnel, merits our 
immediate consideration. With the advice and approval of the Dio- 
cesan Council we plan to put an experienced clergyman, with another 
priest to assist him, in charge of this field. He will probably live at 
Walnut Creek, and his associate at either Pittsburg or Martinez. They 
may need the additional help of a woman worker or deaconess. 

The stipends of Vicars and those who serve as supplies will be 
combined, and if funds are available, supplemented to make this ar- 
rangement possible. Contra Costa County will automatically become 


an associate mission field with a status of a parish. Emphasis in this 
field will be placed where the opportunity is greatest and the response 
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justifies it. Only thus, I feel, can we hope to develop self-support, 
which is the legitimate aspiration of Mission and Diocese. 

My suggestion with regard to the reorganization of the Diocesan 
Council and its Departments, of which I shall speak later, springs from 
my consciousness of the need of wise and discriminating counsel in the 
establishment and fulfillment of our missionary policies. It would not 
be profitable, therefore, to stir up our Mission congregations by an un- 
timely announcement of a program which is still tentative, and ulti- 
mately depends upon increased financial support. 

I have not yet been able to visit the Salinas field, but from what 
J have heard, that area like Contra Costa, needs our intelligent and 
long range planning. I shall ask also, for a survey of several of our 
areas, notably, San Francisco and the East Bay. We must study popu- 
lation trends, and other matters that will give direction to the develop- 
ment of the Church’s investment in these areas in the years to come. 
Even though I have been excedingly active in Visitations, official and 
otherwise, I am reluctant to be more specific at this time. The growth 
and mobility of the population in our area demands alertness, study 
and adventure if the Church is not to lose precious opportunities for 
service to the community in the future. 

It is my purpose, if it can be arranged, hereafter to put our Semi- 
nary students under the direction and authority of the pastors of city 
parishes where they can have clinical experience. I trust that some 
arrangement can be made whereby their support can be shared. There 
are many matters of practical detail in parish administration with 
which the Seminary has not time to deal. If the rector who takes one 
or more Seminary students will find time for a weekly conference with 
them, dealing with the problems which all clergymen face, revealing to 
them his technique in the cure of souls and in the administration of his 
parish life, such association can be of inestimable value. 

Where a student has the responsibility for a Mission, and is under 
the pressure of a busy Seminary life, with the necessity of many hours 
of outside reading, either the Mission suffers or his Seminary work. It 
is frankly imposisble for him to undertake these two responsibilities 
and discharge them efficiently. 


(6.) St. Cyprian’s— 


I am happy to announce the completion of the first step in the stabi- 
lization and development of our racial work. Upon the departure of 
Father Humphreys, it became necessary to secure a new Vicar for St. 
Cyprian’s Mission. This is our only work for Negroes in San Fran- 
cisco, and I felt it to be of the utmost importance to secure the best 
possible priest. The vestry of the Mission agreed unanimously with 
me that the work should have the services of a native priest. 

I cannot refrain from expressing the gratitude of the Diocese to 
the Society of St. John the Evangelist for giving us the services of 
Father Humphreys. They did no less. With singular devotion he left 
the Mission beautified and enriched, and we enter happily upon the 
fruits of his labors. . 

After diligent inquiry, the Vestry and I decided to extend a call to 
the Rev. Thaddeus P. Martin Jr., of Pine Bluff, Arkansas. Only last 
week did he and Mrs. Martin come into residence. They are both 
highly trained and well recommended, and have begun their work 
with rich promise. 

The Vestry of St. Cyprian’s has stood loyally by its promises to 
me, and the congregation wins an accolade for having raised the con- 


(7.) The Archdeacon— 


I cannot leave the subject of our missionary work without com- 
mending the services of Archdeacon Hodgkin. No man could have spared 
himself less in visiting and struggling over the Missions of the Diocese, 
and few, if any, could have worked harder over our Diocesan finances. 
Only the carrying out of the missionary program which I have outlined 
will save the Missions from going largely unshepherded. The out- 
standing feature of the work of the Archdeacon has been the increasing 
elimination of debt upon vicarages, churches, and parish buildings, and 
the sympathetic and kindly consideration which he has ever given to 
the Missions’ needs. I know that they will miss his genial presence 
and his wise counsel. His departure from the office of Archdeacon 
places upon us the handicaps which I have indicated. I shall endeavor 
to compensate for that somewhat, by spending as much time in the 
field as posible, even though I know that I can never be the ubiquitous 
friend that he has been during the years of his service in this office. 


(8.) Chinese and Japanese Work— 


It is obviously imposible for me to suggest a program for our 
other racial work. But I do wish to record my interest and concern 
for the splendid work being done at the Japanese and Chinese Missions. 
Few realize the difficulties we are facing here because of limited funds. 
In Mr. Wu and Mr. Tsukamoto we have as devoted and earnest priests 
as the Diocese could hope for. 


Much should be done at the Japanese Mission to make its building 
more useful, and better support should be provided for the Vicar and 
his family. 

The True Sunshine Mission in Oakland cannot be neglected much 
longer. I shall hope to discuss with the Committee plans that have 
eventuated from my conference with Mr. Wu, and later give them pub- 
licity after consideration and action by the Diocesan Council. I would 
remind the Diocese that we are laying too heavy a burden upon this 
devoted Chinese priest. We must be planning soon to secure an assist- 
ant, so that the strength of Mr. Wu, despite his amazing spirit, will 
not be overtaxed. 


Both of these Oriental groups are under severe pressure today. 
Their forbearance, sympathy, and understanding for each other are a 
source of inspiration to all of us. 


We must make it possible to support the language schools which 
furnish the evangelistic opportunity in all three Missions. 


Meanwhile, I wish to assure Mr. Wu and Mr. Tsukamoto of our 
affectionate interest and eager desire to help them in their difficult but 
thrilling service for our blessed Master. 


(9.) The Diocesan Council— 


I am well aware that action has been taken on the proposed amend- 
ments to the Canon under which the Diocesan Council operates, but I 
wish the privilege of stating frankly my convictions about this matter. 
I have no desire to be an iconoclast. I have great respect and reverance 
for the statesmanship of the Bishops of California, and the uniform 
wisdom of the canonical law of the Diocese. But even in the last 
decade, certainly in the last two decades, the situation that confronts 
the Church has vastly changed. A quarter of a century ago the Diocese 
was greatly aided by favored folk who contributed large sums to the 
Church’s work. We are the legatees of this beneficence. Increasingly, 
we must now depend upon the rank and file of the Diocese. The pyra- 
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tribution to the Vicar’s salary from $150.00 of last year to $960.00 for . R A y 
1939. That is an heroic expression of interest and loyalty; and I feel mid of supp be placed ba rather than tee To

urged for these reasons: First, it places the full authority for the enun- 


ciation of policies, the preparation of budgets, and the expenditure of 
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Diocesan funds —in one Board, created in a democratic manner. 
Second, it eliminates ex-officio members except the treasurer, thus 
making all but four elective. Third, it permits a survey of the expendi- 
tures of the Episcopal and Convention Fund and the Diocesan Working 
Fund—with reference to each other—the contribution to the National 
Church and the total budget. Fourth, having the adjustment of these 
funds in its control within the limits established by the Convention, it 
places an added dignity and responsibility wpon the Council and the 
work of its Departments, charging them with the creation of policies 
that will largely determine the development of the Diocese in the years 
to come. Fifth, becoming the central administrative agency of the 
Diocese, we can command the services of our ablest laymen from all 
of our area, such as was not possible as long as the Diocesan Council 
was largely advisory. Sixth, under such an arrangement we are justi- 
fied in monthly meetings of all departments, a monthly meeting of the 
Council, and the establishment of a Department of Revenue or Finance 
which will insist upon and make possible, balanced budgets. 


There are two points that need explanation. The first is the elimi- 
nation of the ex-officio members. This is suggested because according 
to the present Canon, including the Bishops, there are eleven clergy, 
five women, and five laymen. If we were not planning drastic changes 
in the setup of our Missions, the Deans of the Convocations would have 
added responsibility, and their presence on the Council ex-officio might 
well be justified. They will continue to have such membership on the 
Department of Missions and Church Extension, which is the policy 
forming body, with reference to the matters about which they are best 
informed. A somewhat smaller executive council will undoubtedly 
make a more efficient administrative group. 


The second and perhaps more vulnerable item in the plan is the 
Bishop’s nomination of four members. Here it would seem that the 
democratic principle breaks down. But the purpose of this is not to 
give more power to the Bishop. For my own part, I am glad to have 
the appointment put in the hands of the Council or anywhere else that 
seems satisfactory. The reason for the suggestion is simply this:—it 
enables the Bishop to correct undue representation from the Bay Area, 


let us say, by nominating members from districts unrepresented; or it 
permits him to level up the representation as between clergy, laymen 
and laywomen according to need. It also makes possible the appoint- 
ment of someone who is not sufficiently well known to be elected by 
the Convention, but whose presence on the Council is needed because 
of his special gifts, leadership, etc. 


For instance,—the Convention can hardly select by popular vote a 
Council which will contain the best men and women in the Diocese 
to head up all the Departments, especially as we have a principle of 
rotation in office. Thus there may not be anyone elected, who is quali- 
fied to be the best possible chairman of the Department of Religious 
Education. This is a specialized field. The Council can correct such 
oversight as it surveys its needs and personnel after the meeting of the 
Convention. 


Finally, if such authority is delegated to the Diocesan Council, it 
would seem natural ultimately to place under its control the Episcopal 
and Convention Fund which is raised by a tax upon the parishes, on 
the payment of which alone, representation in the Council is predicated. 


I shall file with this report a list of my official acts, but will not 
attempt to outline my Episcopal hegira over the Diocese. 


I commend most earnestly the clergy who have had definite in- 
creases in the number of Confirmations. The largest class that I have 
Confirmed was at St. Paul’s on the Highway, Burlingame, a tribute 
to the Rev. Herald Gardner, whose loss from our Diocesan family we 
greatly deplore. 


In closing, may I express to the Bishop and the Clergy my deep 
and abiding appreciation of their unfaltering courtesy and cooperation. 
I cannot adequately record my gratitude to them. With such a spirit 
of fellowship there are no limits that can be set to the possibilities of 
Diocesan advance. 


May God richly bless our Diocese, Bishop Parsons, my brother 
clergy, and our dear people, and may we ever strive more earnestly to 
advance the kingdom of his dear Son in this privileged and glorious 
country.
